Glandular research may be the key to the 


reason why certain parts of the earth's surface 
produce so many .agitators, artists, musicians, 
inventors, "dumb-bells," captains of industry 
and so on. 


You have heard people say instinctively, 


"There's something in the water in that section 
that doesn't agree with me, makes me feel out 
of sorts." In other words, the water does not 
supply the chemicals necessary to the individu- 
al's peculiar glandular needs. 


Something in the climate of Japan affects 


the pituitary gland, producing a race of short 
people. 
Farther west, the climate works on 


pituitary glands to produce the tall Mongo- 
lians. Pituitary gland regulates the growth of 
the skeleton and supporting tissues.

working on pituitaries, is what makes some 
sections notorious for big feet.

What science sees through its super-mic- 


roscopes and telescopes today seems wonder- 
ful. 
And it is. But it is crude and primitive 


to the discoveries that will be made by future 
scientists, they say: Nature is like a candy" 
box with millions of layers. So far, we have 
uncovered only the first layer. Other layers 
will be uncovered, each more wonderful than 
the one before. 
Usually, when science finds 


something new, it is regarded merely as an 
interesting laboratory experiment.

inevitably is put to practical use. Thus each 
one of these discoveries affects man's ways of 
living. The future of human life is unguess- 
able, but it certainly will be bizarre, utterly 
unlike the lives we live today.

IJAVE you heard the amazing story 
about |"" 
^ Herbert McCarty? He is dead now, after j 
undergoing 48 operations. 
McCarty, war vet- 


eran of the 79th division, was riddled by a 
German machine gun a few days before the 
armistice. He was brought home, to battle for 
his life nearly four years in hospitals, with 20 
machine gun bullets in his body. 
Eighteen 


bullets had been removed when he died 
the 


other day at Catawissa, Pa. The other two go 
to the grave with him, grown into his jugular 
vein. McCarty was one of the greatest of the 
war heroes. He got his wounds while rescuing 
dying'comrades lying in exposed places. 


In the course of McCarty's 48 operations, 


the surgeons removed 14 of his ribs, a collar 
bone and part of one shoulder blade. The ma- 
chine gun bullets made a terrific wreck of his 
body. Despite this, he had recovered, prior to 
his death, sufficiently to leave the hospital for 
short periods. That he lived on for nearly four 
years, with such terrible physical shock, is a 
revelation in the human body's powers to resist 
death. In McCarty's fate there is a great les- 
son for hypochondriacs, constantly imagining 
they are ill, magnifying each flutter of . the 
heart into fear that its beating is about 
to 


cease. 


You observe 'how McCarty clung to life 


against terrific physical odds. 
On the other 


hand, you do not have to look far to find an 
acquaintance who is "killing himself 
with 


worry." 
Worry is a deadly poison. 
People 


create what they fear—ill-health, financial dis- 
aster, all kinds of troubles. The mind affects 
the body as certainly as the body affects the 
mind. When the outlook seems black, and we 
are inclined to magnify petty troubles into dis- 
heartening obstacles, let us think of Herbert 
McCarty.

HEN annoyed by summer heat, you scowl 


at the sun, uncomfortably conscious of its 


dictatorship over life on earth. Up there on the 
sun, the hydrogen flames are so giant, say scien- 
tists, that'some of them rise to a height of 500,- 
000 miles. The heat of these flames is about 
7000 degrees centigrade. That is 70 times the 
amount of heat necessary to make water boil. 
One of these flames is bad enough. You get 
an idea of the combined terrific heat traveling 
-toward us when you stop to think that these 
giant flames scientists tell us about are all over 
the sun's surface and that the sun's diameter 
is 866,000 miles, against the earth's diameter of 
8000 miles. With powerful telescope and spec- 
troscope, scientists are uncovering knowledge 
about the sun—from the safe distance of 92,- 
830,000 miles. The human brain is getting 
somewhere when it can ferret out information 
at that stupendous distance. 


While one branch of scientists investigates 


the far-off, another branch finds equally marve- 
lous things here on earth, so small that the 
human eye cannot see them. At Nela Park lab- 
oratories, Cleveland, boscina bugs—so 
small 


that 1000 of them in a straight line measure 
only one inch—are placed on a lantern slide. 
Magnified by microscopic lenses and projected 
on a movie screen, these boscina organisms are 
observed viciously attacking each other. Other 
bugs, only a twenty-fifth of an inch long, are 
flashed on the movie screen and shown cuddluur
